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L. A liaison station is maintained at Chennankuan (196-41, 22604) by the Viet 
Minh and the Chinese Communist 4 Field Army (Co-3). Chinese trooxs going to 
fadechina reoert to the atation in emall grouns, ani are guided across the 
border by Vietminh agents. The troons carry with them their regular arms, 
faclading rifles, pistols and light machine guns. ‘Two ammunition aupoly 
white have alse eroased the border. 
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On 23 June 1950 a grow of 530 mem left ienchiang (116-16, 21-36) and 
proceeded along the coastal bichway to Chennanknan.
